TWO HEROINES 


‘Tungchow has been the scene, first 
of the slaughter from air of some 400 
Chinese soldiers of the 38th Division 
‘Because of their refusal to surrender 
thelr arms at Japanese orders and 
then of the ‘ghastly massacre of 
Japanese civilians by the recalcitrant 
members of the Peace Preservation 
Corps—possibly an act of regrettable 
reprisal. All the sharper in relief 
stands ‘the tale of Sino-Japanese 
‘amity which a Japanese Indy was 
‘able to tell on arriving at Peiping 
fs a refugee from the horrors of @ 
grim ordeal. Her husband was one 
Of the first victims of the uprising. 
She herself attempted to attack his 
‘assailants but was knocked uncon- 
Selous. Her life was saved by her 
Chinese servant who hid her while 
the murderous gangs were searching 
for more victims. Then a Chinese 
lady, who with her children was seek- 
Jing ‘to escape from the scene came 
to her further assistance. ‘The two 
behaved lke heroines in the calmness 
and resourcefulness of thelr joint 
‘action. Mrs. Masahiko Okamura. took 
Whe opportunity of the departure of 
the murderers from the vicinity to 
return to the house for her deod 
husband's decorations and to assist in 
disguising Mrs. Sung Shao-tsai's chil- 
‘dren so that they could all escape. 
‘Mrs. Sung then took the lead, guided 
her Japanese friend across country, 
and saved her from detention by 
Chinese soldiers met on the way. 
‘Thus they two with the Chinese 
lady's children reached  ‘Peiping. 
‘That 1s the-narrative in brief as told 
by Domei. In a way It vividly il- 
‘strates the senselessness and” un- 
reality of the present catastrophe. 
If Sino-Japanese friendship can stand 
the test of ordeals of that kind. its 
development in-more favourable clr- 
cumstances should not be impossible, 











provided the playthings of the

TIENTSIN'S ORDEAL 


‘The situation in Tientsin seems to 
have been brought under control, not 
‘without considerable loss of Jife and 
immense damage to property. It is 
unlikely that the Japanese Govern- 
‘ment will be particularly impressed 
by its representatives" performances. 
‘A recent Japanese comment seemed 
to express surprise that the 38th 
Division commanded by General 
Chang Tzu-chung, the Mayor ‘of 
Tientsin, had suddenly. interfered 
with Japanese military. operations. 
‘The surprise was natural for Gerieral 
‘Chang. Teu-chung was ‘considered ‘to 
be. persona. grata to Japanese oficial

Evidently he was not successful in 
inoculating the whole of his Division 
with the policy on which his tenure 
of office seems to depend.

Japanese aggression 
may find that it has sown the wind 
to reap eventually the crop ‘pro 
verbially attributed to that operation, 
Tokyo surely may have some winged 
words to send to Tientsin on the 
delicate subject of miscalculation.

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CHINA’S WOMEN URGED 
TO UNITE 


Organization for Work in 
Coming: Trouble 


Nanking, Aug. 1. 

‘As China is forced to sacrifice for 
the ‘sake of her national honour, 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek, in 2 speech 
to-day, predicted that “a final victory, 
no matter how belated it may be in 
coming, will’ erase forever the 
bumillation days that have for so 
Jong crowded our calendar and re- 
move the sorrow that has for years 
‘past bent our heads and bowed our 
hearts” 

Speaking before » group of dele- 
gates of various women organizations 
at 415 o'clock this afternoon, aime. 
[Chiang urged them to form a’ united 
body to comfort and support the 
nation’s defenders, ‘The speech 
follows: 

“To-day we meet with the ration 
facing the gravest erisis in Its history. 
1 ls with great sorrow that we find 

necessary to come together under 
‘the shadow of war, for war is a ter- 
Hible thing. It means that we must 
sacrifice a large number of our soldi- 
‘ers; masses of our innocent people: 
‘much of the nation's wealth and re~ 
‘sources; and see ruthlessly destroyed 
the considerable amount of recon 
struction that we have been working 
‘upon so successfully for the past ten 
years. But sometimes it is necessary 
That we make the supreme sacrifice 
for the sake of our national honour. 
Now that our Government clearly 
has demonstrated that we have horne 
all the suffering that a self-respecting 
People can possibly ‘bear, ‘we must 
Unkesitatingly and with ¢ 
throw the last ounce of strength and 
jenergy into an effort to secure 
yhational survival, ‘There is nothing 
left for us to do but to obey the 
orders of the Government and fortity 
others to do likewise, 


‘Woman's Share 

“To-day every one of us Chinese 
must fight according to our ability. 
im order to preserve national unity 
‘and defend ourselves against aggres- 
sion. We women are citizens just as 
much as are our men, Our positions, 
‘our capabilities and our line of use- 
fulness may be different but each 
‘must do that which best can be done 
to contribute our share to rescue our| 
nation from defeat and slavery. 

“wherever there is work for our 
‘hands to do, we must strive to do it. 
‘To-day in Spain, women are standiog. 
fm the fighting lines with thelr men; 
‘and during the Great War in every’ 
‘country they gave: of thelr best to 
‘ald in the realization of victory. No 
woman ot “China is one whit less 
patriotic or less courageous or less 
capable of physical ondurance than 
our sisters: of other lands, and that| 
we shall show the world. "Therefore 
T know that I need not urge you to 
‘be patriotle because the fact that you! 
are here Is proof sufficient that high: 
patriotism is inspiring you. 

“The purpose of our meeting to- 
day here Is to unite and so organize 
‘ourselves’ that we shall not w: 
unee of energy, time or money in 
fan effort to make or work as effec: 
tive as possible, As avrule, to or- 
‘ganize for such a purpose we should 
have to go through much formality, 
}but necessity is tho mother of inven= 
ton. ‘During war time we want to 
get the best results in the shortest 
time possible. T have therefore al- 
ready delegated certain persons to 
‘draft afew simple working rules of 
organization and to suggest afew 
ames of people who may head and 
direct different avenues of work. I 
hope you will accept what we have 
Jdrafted and remember only that we 
‘re not working for name or fame 
but for the very life of our country 
seit. 

















Encouragement Needed 
"I hope cach one of you will take 
very enthusiastic part! in this work 
and throw yourselves fully into it. 
While during war time the men are 
the fighters it is the women who 
bear the brunt of carrying on at the 
rear. We must encourage the men 
ond let them know that we are in 
cur own way holding on and not 
letting dows; that we are just as 
ready. to give up everything. even 
Cur lives, to support our fighters at 
the front, 
T know that various women. i 
stitutions have started to organize to 
do the very same work that we are.

‘ment General Sung Cheh-yuan 
might make with the local Ja 
ese commander. Wittingly. or 
unwittingly, General Katsuki has} 
baulked that pacific effort at 
localization, risking though it did 
the charge’ that the Centrol Gov- 
ernment of China had yielded 
further ground to encroachment on| 
its country’s sovereignty.

UNDECLARED WAR

Japan's intention to send a 
‘punitive” expedition to China has 
been formally announced in Tokyo. 
‘The Central Government of China 
hhas confirmed its support of Generai 
‘Sung Cheh-yuan’s actions as com- 
‘mander of the troops in Hopel, 
just as, in a last minute effort to 
Hecure ‘peace, it agreed to endorse| 
the settlement which he was re- 
ported to have made locally with 
General Kiyoshi Katsuki. ‘The 
bombing of Langfang by Japanese 
jacroplanes on July 25 has been| 
taken by the Chinese Government 
to constitute action which makes it 
itmpossible to accept the proposals| 
in General Katsuki's ultimata. 
‘Those proposals have, therefore, 
been rejected by General Sung 
|Cheh-yuan in the name of the Gov- 


ernment and operations have been |, 


resumed, Chinese troops being re- 
ported actually to have advariced 
and recaptured Langfang, Han- 
tanchen and Fengtal. "Troops 
under Central Government orders, | 
although apparently not those con- 
sidered to be General Chiang Kai- 
shek’s crack divisions, have moved | 
‘out of Paotingfu northward in sup- 
port of General Sung Cheh-yuan, 
under whose orders they will pre- 
sumably come. General Chiang| 
Kai-shek, as Generalissimo, will be 
taking the feld as the supreme 








‘commander of China's forces en- 
gaged in resisting Japanese move- 


ménts, From this summary of 
events as developed in the last few 
days it is reasonable to assume that | 
war—whether declared or un- 
declared—now exists in North 
China as between the forces of} 
China and Japan. If words mean 
anything for either side, the courze| 
of action in which both are in- 
volved seems to preclude any other 
assumption, even though formal 
‘cessation of diplomatic relations, t9| 
say nothing of a specific declaration 
of a state of war, may not accrue, 

Prince Konoye ‘has explained to 
the Diet that Japan's “punitive” 
expedition is not launched with the 
idea of occupying Chinese territory | 
but it is merely designed to enforce 
Chinese “co-operation in contribut-| 
ing to the development of Orlentai 
culture.” ‘The suggestion is that 
China has failed to keep certain 
agreements and the lapse requires 
correction so that Japan's plan for 
stabilization of the situation by 
preventing communist infiltration 
through Outer Mongolia may be 
secured. It’ would seem that the 
requirements of Oriental culture 
throw a heavy burden on Japan's 
expeditionary force which will re~ 
luctantly have to stimulate Chinese 
co-operation in turning the right 
lank of an aggressive combination 
of Mongolians and Russians, How 
this can be done without occupying | 
Chinese territory and posting gar- 
risons in Suiyuan and Charhar, the 
Diet is not told. Beside this esoteric 
device for advancing the cause 
of Oriental culture the Chinese 
Government's declarations of its 
‘aims appear banal and naive. Having | 
become thoroughly confused in the 
effort to distinguish between the 
misdeeds of Chinese troops daring 
to move about in their own country 
‘and the expansive wanderlust of} 
‘Japanese forces which neither oc- 
‘cupy Hopei nor, thanks to a generous | 
interpretation of elliptical Protocols 
‘and mystical agreements, suffer any’ 
visible limitations on their move- 
ments, the Chinese Government has 
simply if unimaginatively declared 
that it cannot comply with impos- 
sible demands and must venture to 
defend its own territory. ‘This 
olindness to the advantage of co- 
operating in the spread of Oriental 
Culture will, no doubt, be regarded 
in Tokyo as another example of 
Chinese “insincerity”, "Elsewhere 
it may seem to be understandable, 
regrettable though the consequences 
must be. 

‘Japan will be wronging herself it 
she does not realize that the Chi- 
nese Government's assignment to 
her of the sole responsibility for 
this war is generally endorsed by 
world opinion. No doubt she does 
realize it, but satisfied to give it the 
respectable cloak of patriotic pro- 
selytizing zeal for domestic ac- 
siamation, she permits the world, 
to hug its own delusions. It does 
not require much elaborate study 
vf the machinery of war to arrive 
at the conclusion that the contest 
is unequal. ‘The desperate restraint 
‘ef the Chinese Government, seck- 
ing by hook or by crook to avoid 
the final clash, is eloquent of its| 
‘own perception of realities. Tem-| 
porary elation over reported initial 
successes is not likely to blind 
tnoughtful Chinese or their Gov- 
ernment to the fact that in allow- 
ing themselves to be driven to 
resistance—by as deliberate pro- 
vocation as ever has been concelved. 
in modern times—they have, in 
General, Chiang Kai-shek’s own 
words, “to throw the last ounce of 
energy” into the struggle for 
aticnal existence. They have al 
last to invoke the only. criterion by 
which the armed mood of this crazy 
modern world is able forsooth to| 
judge a nation’s rectitude and in 
tegrity. In such a world right 
¥eems to exist only where It is en- 
dorsed by the gun or the bomb:| 
‘wrong can be indicted only where 
Wt is so weak that anyone can 
trample on it with impunity. Selt- 
defence paradoxically enough 
comes the only corrective. ‘That 
corrective China now appears to| 
have decided to apply. 








MISCONCEPTIONS

not be doubted. ‘It accords with the 
general line which Japanese apolo- 
gists are taking in the endeavour to

‘solidation of the bloc composed of 
Manchoukuo, Korea and Japan, {s| 
being accentuated by Chinese pro- 
vocation. The recent adoption of 
the “new concept”, the conciliatory 
speeches of Mr. Koki Hirota and, 
especially, his’ immediate pre~ 
decessor, Mr. Naotake Sato, and the 
moderation of Japanese actions in 
China during the last twelve 
montlis or more are cited to convict 
China of iveness. It is 
‘alleged that, permitted to develop 
national unity and to journey far on 
the road to economic reconstruction, 
China has betrayed symptoms of 
over-confidence in her own ability’ 
and so has been careless in 
handling relations with Japan. In 
articular it is alleged that “anti- 
Japanese” elements have been en- 
couraged or, at least, not restrained, 
In other words Japan's moderation 
has been mistaken for weakness and, 
therefore, the operations in the 
North are reluctantly undertaken by| 
Japan in self-defence. It is with no 
thought of territorial ambition that 
‘Japanese forces have bolstered up| 
the East Hopel autonomous régime 
which has made contribution to 
economic co-operation by acting as 
a clearing house for an extensive 
smuggling or “special _trade”| 
organization designed to correet the| 
asperities of the Chinese tariff 
Although—as is shown by General 
Kiyoshi Katsuki's prompt appoint- 
ment of a successor to Mr, Yin Ju- 
keng as head of the East Hope 
administration at Tungchow and by 
the creation of Peace Maintenance 
Commissions to govern the Peiping| 
‘and Tientsin areas—Japanese con- 
trol in Hopel is now a fait accompli, 
the contention is that the arrange- 
ment gives a beneficent framework 
to Sino-Japanese economic co- 
operation for the better government| 
of North China, 

‘This sort of argument woutd be| 
more impressive if it were not| 
vitiated by the actual facts of| 
‘Japanese activities in North China 
‘and beyond since Sept, 1931, The| 
short-lived “peace and order com- 
mittees” created to give regional 
self-government just after tho| 
Mulkden incident were commended 
in precisely the same terms as are| 
now being applied to the “Peace 
‘Maintenance Commissions". It will 
be recalled that they failed because 
the compliance of the Chinese 
nominees invariably broke down be- 
fore the provocative rigour of Jap- 
anese masterfulness. Judging from| 
the names of the men chosen for the| 
honour of accepting Japanese orders| 
in Poiping, Tientsin ‘and Tungchow, | 
there is no reason to believe that 
North China will avoid the vicis- 
situdes of Manchuria, In other 
words the Japanese Government's 
no doubt genuine desire to avoid 
territorial commitments—a desire 
strongly expressed in 1931—will be 
defeated by the logical consequence| 
of Japanese military action on the| 
spot. It is to be feared, therefore, 
that the effort to refute the general 
impression that, whoever fired the 
first shot at Marco Polo Bridge, the 
‘Japanese military have assumed tho| 
role of aggressor cannot be success- 
fully attempted by academic con- 
centration on Tokyo's oratory. 
Coneiliatory speeches have  theie| 
merit, but they avail Uttle if they| 
be not reinforced by action. It is 
more pertinent perhaps to note that| 
General Kiyoshi Katsuki has dis- 
dained to echo the moderation of| 
his superiors at Tokyo and, coming | 
to “chastise the outrageous Chin- 
ese”, he has matched his actions| 
with his words, with inconvenient} 
bluntness. Blindness in Tokyo to the| 
fact that commendation of the “new, 
concept” in Sino-Japanese relations| 
hasbeen consistently under- 
mined by the astounding tactlessnoss 
and, frequently, arrogance of Jap- 
‘anese military’ forces in various; 
parts of China has led to a com- 
plete misconception of the present} 
crisis by Japanese who, in no sense, 
can be accused of any other desire 
than to deal with China in a spirit 
of friendly equality. ‘That is the| 
tragedy of the situation, It has 
been accentuated by’ ill-conceived 
propaganda by which the most| 
frivial incident has been magnified 
for home consumption in Japan for| 
the purpose of. maintaining the 
theory that “anti-Japanese” senti- 
ments and activities are chief at- 
tributes of Chinese occasions. 

‘The main difference between the 
Chinese and Japanese Governments 
has, in the meantime, been ignored. 
Both are ready for’ economic co- 
operation, but China desires to have 
the political “situation” in North

would proceed at once to enter into

If it be 
alleged that the Chinese Govern- 
ment has not been sufficiently alert 
to pereeive the good intentions of 
Japan's more “moderate” policy 
and so has given a new handle for 
the Japanese militarists to dis- 
credit that policy, the question to 
be asked is whether a real diplo- 
matic effort has been made to dis- 
pose of the difference in view on 
the process of economle .co-opera:

In the final 
offensive which began with the as- 
sault_on the Hindenburg Line on 
‘Aug.’26, 1918, the Americans played| 
a gallant part, ‘Two of their divi- 
sions, with thirty British divisions,

quent battle of the Meuse-Argonnc 
the plan having been agreed upon| 
‘at Bombon. on Sept. 2 in a con 
ference between  Aarabal » Foch, 
General Petain and General Per- 
shing The First Army in the 
resultant operations was under 
General Pershing and was com- 
posed of twenty-two American and 
four French divisions. The other| 
Army engaged was the French IV 
‘Army under General Gouraud, the 
Aivision of responsibility giving the 
‘Americans the duty to attack ‘on 
the Meuse-Argonne front while 
Gouraud's “Army attacked from 
Argonne to. Suippe, both in the 
direction of Mezieres—Buzancy. At 
Montfaucon the American attack 
which began on Sept. 26, following 
artillery preparation of three hours, 
‘was partly held up and it was not| 
tuntit the second day (Sept. 27) that| 
it was gained, after exceedingly 
heavy Aghting. For although the 
Gorman Staff was taken by surprise| 
owing to General Pershing’s feints 
{in the Vosges Mountains and the 
Luneville sector east of the Moselle, 
the out-numbered German infantry 
fought with’ magnificent tenacity. 

‘The hammer blows which hi 
been inflicted by the Allied forces 
from Aug. 26 onwards against the 
Hindenburg, were now being re- 
peated further south and on Oct. 
1. General von der’ Marwitz who 
‘commanded opposite the Amerlean 
T Army declared to his men that 
the Verdun Front had to be held 
if the enemy were to be by: any 
means prevented from successful 
accomplishment of thelr aims. The 
‘American 1 Army's attacking troops 
consisted of nine divisions in the 
front line and three in reserve. Of 
these only one division was requlae| 
and of the remaining eight six had 
had no previous batlle experience. 
‘The gallantry of these untried men 
‘was no less. remarkable than the 
stubborn resistance of their oppon- 
ents who, fighting by that time 
‘with the despair of men with thelr 
backs to the wall, were sadly 
@eploted of thelr former strength 
During their defence against. the 
‘Americans and French as well as 
‘against the British and Belgians 
further north, the Germans, in that 
fatal October, used up all thelr ro- 
serves. “Th’ the | Meuse-Argonne 
sector they had five divisions only 
when that attack began, They hag 
fo. throw 38 divisions into the 
struggle and even that proved In 
vain,” “The Americans engaged 
numbered 896,000 eventually. Thelr 
Tosses were "117,000" killed and 
‘wounded against which had tobe 
set captures of 26,000 prisoners and 
846 guns. That last phase of the 
‘American eple in France is truly 
well deserving of the memorials

of great traditions, It is more than| 
probable ‘that the event had been| 
largely discounted in advance in| 
Fleet-street so the resultant hardship. 
may not be so great as accrued, for! 
example, from the disappearance of 
the “Daily Chronicle” as a separate 
entity. | Moreover conditions in the 
“street” are reported to'be reflect~ 
ing the present buoyant state of 
industry generally. Lord Camrose's 
‘announcement neither confirms nor 
denies the possibility of a merger. 
Regret at the evidence of the

GOOD WoRK 


In “Oriental Affairs” for August 
Mr. H. G, W. Woodhead, ina special 
article, examines historically the de- 
velopment of the opium suppression 
policy of successive administrations 
in China. On the proposals which a 
committee of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council is “now. examining. he does 
not look with favour and generally 
arrives at the same conclusions re- 
cently ernphasized in these columns. 
In showing how careful the Counell 
has to be in guarding itself against 
the opium , racket, Mr. Woodhead 
throws light on the unsatisfactory 
conditions previously obtaining in 
the French Concession. He reveals 
that the late M. Wilden received 
special instructions from Paris 10 
“bring the seandal to an end.” So, 
‘M, J. Meyrier arrived to take over 
the vacant Consul-Generalship and 
he had a new Director of Police ser- 
viees in Commandant L. Fabre, ‘Their 
Joint work in waging war on the 
“opium racket,” Mr. Woodhead points 
out, was confronted by great il 
culties:

Attention is drawn to this excellent

JAPAN’S PESSIMISM OVER SITUATION 


Lieutenant-General Katsuki Says 20 Divisions of’ 
Chinese Troops Advancing 


Tientsin, Aug. 1. 


‘ITH the continued north-ward advance of twenty Chinese 

divisions along the Pinghan and the Tsinpu Railways, the 
situation in North China “is taking a turn for the worse,” Lieuten- 
ant-General Kiyoshi Katsuki, Commander-in-Chief of the Japanese 


Garrison here, declared to-night 


in a radio broadcast to Japan. 


“Troops of the Imperial Army, ‘their minds burning with 
patriotism, should have no difficulty in coping with any emergency,” 
he added.’ Appealing to the nation for continued support, General 
Katsuki said he hoped the Japanese people “‘realize the fact that 
the Army had no other alternative but to resort to arms.’ 

The broadeast was made as messages reporting the advance 
of Central troops north poured into the headquarters of the 
Japanese Garrison here. The vanguard of troops dispatched to 
aid the Chinese forces defeated in Tientsin were reported to have 
|reached Tsangchow, an important station on the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway, about seventy miles south of here. 


Other Central units were sald to} 








the ‘Tsinpu and Lunghal Railways. 

‘Chinese troops, who retreated from| 
here after a series of clashes with 
Japanese troops during the past four| 
‘days, were reported to have estab-| 
lished new positions at Tuliuchen 
and Machang, south of here on the| 
‘Tientsin-Pukow Railway. 

Situation Quieter 

‘While roports from southern Hopet 
remained disturbing, the situation 
here to-day began to fall into normal 
‘Grooves with the inauguration of the 
Peace Maintenance Commission. 

Headed by Mr, Kao Lin-wel, who 
ir. 1023-24 served as Premier in the 
Peking Government, the new body 
couprises nine members, who will be| 
formally Invested to-morrow. 

‘The immediate tasks of the new 
organization, the OD-year old Chale 
tan of the Commission told the press, | 
will be to ald the thousands of re- 
fugees from the Chinese city, to re- 
‘open the postal service, to remove and 
dispose of bodies, and to put an end 
to groundless. rumours, 

‘A similar body, headed by Generat 
Chiang Chao-kung, another former 
Premier, was to have been inaugurat- 
ed in Peiping this afternoon, 

Radlo Address 
In his brondeast to Japan, Generat 
atsuki “asked the ‘nation to give| 
ther encouragement” to the Japan 
ese. forces in North China and 
plained the nature of the develop- 
ments here. 

‘He opened his address with an 
Jexpression of regrets over the “current 
serfous situation, which has Its roots 
in the treacherous acts committed by.

The spell of very dry’ and warm 
weather, even for Kuling, now is 
relieved, with thunderstorms and 
showgrs nearly each day—these are 
very welcome as they have filled up 
the reservoirs and streams consider- 
ably, thus ensuring a good water 
supply and more cleanliness through- 
‘out the former Kuling Estate, 

‘The season started early this year, 
due chiefly to the large numbers of 
Chinese oMelals and. officers “who 
were sent up here for training and 
special lectures. ‘Tha three Govern= 
ment buildings have been well filled 

ind their occupants taxed the water 
systems considerably.

MAKE TROUBLE 


‘Subsequent to Municipal 
Ferry Service

fmoy, July 24, 
At daybreak on Thursday over 400 
Amoy ‘sampanmen gathered on the 
Lingtow Jetty, to give vent to thelr 
grievances regarding the Amoy- 
Kulangsu motor ferries, ‘There was 
‘much ‘shouting, mutual exhortation 
fand threats to” destroy the vessel 

One of the two is in dock for repair; 
Jone only was running that morning. 
{i brought neross passengers as usual, 
Dut did not stop to take others back 
to Amoy. As soon as the people who, 
[iad crossed from Amoy landed on the 
Jetty steps, the crew cast off and re~ 
turned without. a” moment's delay. 
‘Not a person that morning crossed on 
the “ferryboat from Kulangsu to 
Amoy, and it was not until well on 
jin" the ‘afternoon that ‘normal con- 
ditions prevailed, 

‘That no disorder of a serious nature 
loceurred was owing to the prompt 
‘action of the Kulangsu polieg. The 
constable on duty at the jelly’ tel 
[phoned to the K. M,C, office inform- 
‘ing of the arrival ot these boatmen, 
fand thelr attitude, Me, Olichosky, with 
twelve police went fo the jetty at 
once. In a short time the whole 
Kulangsu: police and detective force 
‘gathered there and hed a quietening 
effect upon the angry men, Gradual- 
Ty they Jett the jetty in groups and 
jontered little cafes, bread and pro- 
‘vision shops, seized what food they 
saw. and devoured it ravenously, 
Slating to the owners they had no 
money and that the food must be 
Biven to. them on credit. Amoy 
water-police and Amoy, Municipal 
Government oficials had by this time 
arrived on. the Island and it was 
Thought best to Jeave this matter of 
‘food alone, for with such a large 
ferowd in truculent attitude, coercion 
‘or remonstrance might easily lead to 
to strite, 

Decision to Pay for Food 
“the wisdom of this action was seen 
later for when matters had been 
settled, the boatmen in a body, 
decided that they should pay for the 
food they had seized in the morning. 
"The. people from whom they had 
{taken the food were poor tke them- 
selves, they sald, and should not suffer 
oss, ‘The Seeretary of the Munteipal 
Government addressed the men and 
told them that they ought not to have 
[coms to Kulangsu to provoke mischiet, 
Jand. give unnecessary trouble, but 
they should bring, thelr grievances 
before ‘the Mayor of Amoy. He 
dvised them to resume work. "Stop 
your ferryboats then for the day and 
‘allow us to carn a few cents,” they 
shouted in reply, 

‘The Secretary then suggested that 
they should meet in the Chungsan 
Park and thelr representatives could 
jeall on the Mayor who would certain- 
iy listen sympathetically to thelr 
‘complaints, “Tn the atlernoon they as 
sembled in the Parke and were told 
‘shat the Government had decided to 

‘M4 'per month to every boatman. 
fo use, no use,” the crowd shouted, 
but the Secretary went no to explain 
that this payment had nothing to do

DEVELOPMENT 


OF HULUTAO 


Will Greatly Reduce Need of Improving Yingkow: 
Big Sum to Be Expended 


Frost Ou Moxos Conmssronext 


Yingkow, July 24. 
‘The name of this place which ts 
used in all foreign maps recalls the 
Pawley-Cockrane. kidnapping case 
and the piracy of the ss. Nanchang. 
‘The name has a remarkable history. 
‘The actual name of the port, which 
stretches along ‘the west bank of the| 
Liao River some dozen miles from 
the mouth, is Yingkow. Newchwang 
is situated 30 miles inland and not 
‘on the main stream of the river. 

‘When a port was to be opened in 
Manchuria the treaty specified New- 
chwang. Mr. ‘Thomas Meadows was 
appointed HM, Consul. Sending his 
yacht ahead to the Liao River he set 
ut for his new station in Manchuria's 
first open port. When he reached 
the busy market-town of Yingkow, 
‘on the Liao, the commander of a 
British naval unit which had pre- 
ceded him up the Liao River, reported 
that navigation of sea-going craft] 
further up-stream was impracticable 
and Wat Newchwang, which might 
tbe reached by very small boats, was 
Utterly unsultable for a port. 

Very carly records “show that 
Nowehwong had. once been a centre 
of coastal trade but the gradual 
silting up and shitting of the river 
‘had compelled the traders, including 
a Iarge number of Cantonese mer- 
chants, to move thelr headquarters to 
the market town of Yingkow. | The 
name, literally "Camp Mouth," in- 
lcates that it was a military post, 
near the, mouth of. the Liso- ‘The 
new Consul unabashed by this dim- 
culty, carefully considering the re. 
port ‘of ‘his naval colleague. and 
observing the flourishing trade here 
announced that this was Newchwang. 


Becomes Yingkow Again 
For over half a century this place 
has been known to the world as: 
Newchwang or "Cattle Farm” The| 
‘régime is correcting this, and 
mail, addressed to Newehwang {s| 
apt to go astray, since the addressee 
Will probably be unknown in the 
actual town of Newehwang. Some 
foreigners describe the town up- 
river as old Newchwang, but this is 
‘an Imaginary term. ‘The recent ten 
dency was indleated by a notice, put| 
out by an important Japanese ‘con- 
cern, to the effect, that thelr| 
‘Newchwang agency had now become 
thelr “Yingkow branch. 

‘The non-Japanese community now | 
numbers only about three  dozen| 
persons. he foreign Race Club, 
whose wonderful hospitality will be 
recalled by forelgn residente of the 
northern towns “who were lucky’ 
enough to attend meetings here ten, 
oF more years’ ago, 1s no more. 
American, | British, “German and 
Russian “Consuls ‘are no longer| 
stationed here. “Japan closed her 
consulate recently, 

‘Yingkow is much nearer the famous 
Fushun Mines than any other port 
but until arrangements for Keeping 
the river open during the freezing 
season have been proven to be 
practical, trade here must be handi~ 
capped." Last year the total trade 
‘of the ‘port amounted to ¥.71,000,000 
@ poor showing compared to the| 
10,000,000 in 1011. ‘There are many 
recent signs of improvement though 
‘these are off-set by the number of 
Chinese concerns which had to close 
their doors during the past winter, 


Andustry Expanding 

‘The local cotton mill has increased. 
ts capacity. ‘The salt industry, a 
government monopoly, has expanded, 
Work is rapidly progressing on the 
now elgarette factory of the Chi Tung 
Tobacco Co,, adjacent to their 1itho- 
geaphing plant ' which has been 
‘operated for about three years and 
Which is now belng extended. Chi 
Tung, the Manchoukuo subsidiary of 
the old B.A.T. has been incorporated 
under the laws of  Manchoukuo, 
fand thelr continued success so far 
has apparently Justifled the wisdom 
of -this step, 4 
‘Forelgn visitors who recall that 
this district affords excellent shooting 
will be glad to know that the country’ 
side is comparatively safe agam.

‘After the ‘Treaty of . Portsmouth, 
‘September 5, 1905, Jopan began: the 
development’ of the new port of 
Dairen, ‘The railway line from 
Changchun to Port Arthur was made 
fo terminate at Dalny, now Dairen. 
In 1907 Dairen became a free port. 
‘The total trade of Manchuria then 
was Hk, Ts. $2,000,000.

‘Hk, ls. 500,000,000 of trade. Man- 
churia's total trade “had expanded | 
more than sixteen times, and Dairen’s| 
share was two-thirds of that total.

‘The progressive Mr. Tang Shao-yl 
was governor at Mukden. “A British 
engineer Mr. “W. R. Hughes was 
appointed by the Manchurian author- 
ities to investigate and to select a 
suitable place for a commercial 
harbour, “Hulutao was chosen. ‘The| 
following year negotiations for the 
Chinchow-Aigun Railway, from .the| 
coast to the Siberian border, con- 
templated the use of Hulutao’as its| 
southern terminus. With Mr. K. W. 
Huang, then ‘Taotai ‘of Mukden, as| 
director and Mr, Hughes as engineer, 
China began to build its new Man- 
chutian port, a branch line between 
Lenshan on the Peking-Mukden 
Line, and the new port was con- 
structed. A large ofice bullding was| 
erected, quarters for workmen and | 
staff constructed, and a breakwater 
started, ‘The .Revolution stopped all|

Mukden, July 22, 
reraft defence manquvres 
were held at various times during the 
past. two years in’ the principal 
‘centres of this country but, this year 
it was decided to hold country-wide 
manceuvres simultaneously.

Greater Improvements in the 
Next 30 Years 
Front Oun Own Comsrownext 


Dairen, July 27. 

Interesting comparisons between 
the Manchuria of 30 or 40 years a 
‘and the Manchoukuo of the present 
day have been made lately by two 
or three of the old residents and the 
difference is almost incredible, For 
instance it .seems impossible » now 
that three or four decades ago there 
‘was no South Manchuria Railway, no 
Dairen’ Kisen Kalsha and no Os 
Shosen Kaisha and. that forel 
going on a visit from Manchuria to 
Japan travelled on a military train 
‘as far as Dairen and from there by a 
millitary. transport, 

It Is hard to believe that, with the 
vast quantities of goods ‘belng ex- 
ported: from and arriving at Dairen 
these times that in old Manchuria the 
chief exports were animal products 
‘and hemp. while the main imports 
were plecegoods and small metal 
goods, The animal products consisted 
of bristles, horse ‘and camel hair, 
hides, furs’ and skins and while these 
are sill being shipped to other coun- 
trles they form but a fraction af the 
export of tonday. 

Earller Mukden was the great 
distributing centre for exports bound 
for Europe and goods were sent down 
the Liaoho River, either by junks in 
the warm weather or by sleds over 
the “iee-bound waterway in the 
wintertime, ‘These picturesque though 
slow methods of transportation were 
ended when rallways started to mi 
thelr way through South Manchu 

‘Tho decline of Newchwang began 
with the development of Dairen as 
a port. .Dairen’ had the advantage of 
starting’ from seratch and. all 
that was put into it was modern, 
whereas Newehwang was handleap- 
ped by being an “old port with 
facilities which were not by any 
‘means of the latest, ‘The elimination 
of Newchwang as an entrepot began 
before the World War. which sped 
up the process and the harbour to-day 
is but a ghost of its former self,

Slege of Fakumen 

‘The Very Rev. O'Neill, Moderator 
ot the Irish Presbyterian Church in 
Manchuria, residing at Fakumen, on 
the Inner ‘Mongolia border tells of 
the stirring times he saw during the 
ast 30 old years, 

His frontier town was the scene of 
disturbances in the- Boxer Uprising, 
the Russo-Japanese War and local 
‘Manchurian affrays, the siege of the 
city in 1992 by a large force of 
bandits being the last'fracas he saw. 
‘This lasted for over three weeks and 
the place was defended by police

Border City Boasts of Twelve Rickshaws and One 
Bicycle: Increased Living Costs

‘Tachtenlu, June 21, 
Innovations come very slowly 
towards the Tibetan frontier. ‘The 


rlekshaws introduced {0  Tachlenlu 
some weeks ago now number twelve 
and apparently the business is quite 
flourishing. So far, however, we 
have only seen one rickshaw on the 
streets as the running is evidently 
confined to carrying guests to the 
hhot sulphur springs out at the Second 
Bridge. ‘The charge is 25 cents there 
‘and 25 cents back and a rickshaw 
puller will make several trips each 
Qay.” So far we have not seen a 
woolly nomad enjoying this new 
experience on “wheels” nor have we

Oficial Account 


‘The movements of Miyazaki from 
the time of his “disappearance” to his 
relurn on July 29 were traced in an 
official announcement made on 
Suly 31. 

‘Leaving his companions at about 6 
o'clock, in the afternoon, July 24, 
after ‘attending the Towa  Gekijo, 
motion pieture house on Chapoo Road, 
‘Miyazaki walked along Woosung Road 
to an unlicensed brothel in Range 
Road, the announcement sald. 

“Emerging from the hotel,” it went 
lon, “Miyazaki saw some comrades on 
the street and assuming that he had 
been seen by them went into a nearby 
alley. 

“Here he met three Chinese with 
whom he quarrelled over money 
matters, In the scuffle, he lost his 
cap and his neckpiece. 

"Realizing the dishonour of return— 
ing to the barracks in such a condi- 
tion, Miyazaki decided to * leave 
‘Shanghal and to commit suicide at a 
place away from his comrades. He 
returned to the ‘Towa theatre where 
he changed into sports clothes. 

On The Bund 


“On that night and on the follow~ 
ing day, he wandered about the city 
‘and spent the night of July 25 near’ 
the Cenotaph on the Bund, always 
‘seeking an opportunity to get away 
from Shanghai.” 

Miyazaki, the announcement con. 
‘tinued, boarded a British ship at about 
8 ofelock in the morning on July 20 
jand waited till about 11 o'clock at 
Inight when he jumped overboard.

{fought against the current and finally 
jteached the Chinkiang shore. At about 
10 o'clock the following morning, he 
again jumped into the Yangtze, but 
was rescued by boatmen and handed 
ever, to the police” “the "announce- 
ment went on.

WAR RISK RATES AGAIN 
DOUBLED 


Emergency Surcharge on 
Cargo to North 


With a further aggravation of the 
serious situation inthe north, war 
risk insurance rates on coastal 
vessels and cargo from Shanghai 10 
Tientsin were doubled on July 20. 
‘The new rate is ten cents per cent 
Jor ten cents for every one hundred 
dollars. 

Prior to the issue of the new rates. 
by ‘the Shanghal Marine Under~ 
writers’ Association, the local rate 
jwras 2% cents per cent. This was 
recently doubled in view of the ten- 
sion in the Far East. The present 
‘new rate is therefore four times of 
the ordinary one. 

‘Seven Chinese, Japanese and Brit 
ish shipping firms have also decided 
to impose a special emergency sur~ 
charge on all cargo shipped from 
Shanghai to.

FROM BRAZIL TO SHANGHAI

VIVID STORY OF. TAKU 
BOMBARDMENT 


Remarkable Accuracy of the 
Japanese Naval Guns 


Directly from the {urbulent_war 
zone in North China, Capt. W. Shaw 
brought the China "Navigation ss. 
Shuntion into Shanghal on the night 
of August 1 and told a vivid story to 
8 Fepreseniative of the “North-China 
Herata” about the merciless shelling 
of Taku Village by a Japanese dles- 
troyer and about the mass flight of 
the inhabitants, 

‘The whole incident really began 
fon the night of July 28, he sald, when 

few shols were fired at some of 
the Japanese patrol boats cruising. 
along near the shore, Who fired the 
shots in the diection of the little 
patrol boats was a matter of uncer- 
fainty, but the reprisal began’ with 
a vengeance at 8 o'elock on the 
following morning. 

‘While two Japanese destroyers re~ 
‘mained just outside the mouth of the 
river, another Japanese destroyer 
entered the river and took a position 
near Pilot's ‘Town about four miles 
from Taku Village, Sharply at 8 
clock that destroyer, believed to 
belong to the Sixteenth Division, 
opened fire with her guns. 

The rst target for the barrayo 
was the Chinese Arsenal which was 
hit. squarely, after the wasting of 
very few shots, and blown to 
bits, Capt, Shaw’ sald that he 
thought the Japanese must have had 
scouts on the shore in communication. 
with the ship for the accuracy of 
the bombardment was remarkable, 

The Captain and the crow of the 
ss, Shuntien had grandstand seats for 
the whole affair but were fortunately 
cout of the direct line of fire, Not so 
fortunate were the ss. Fausang and 
the ss. Taksang which, he sald, were 
more or less in the line of five and 
found shrapnel dropping. on. thelr 
decks. ‘The biggest scare was re~ 
ceived by the second mate of the 
‘Taksang, one of the Jardine coast 
vessels,” whose cap ‘was cleanly 
pierced by a flying bit of shrapnel 

Throughout the next morning the 
bombardment continued intermittent 
ly. When the arsenal “had been. 
thoroughly demolished the guns of 
the destroyer turned thelr attention 
to the Chinese barracks which were 
Ukewise destroyed within a. short 
time, 

Villagers Plee Like Ants 

‘The frightened inhabitants at the 
village fled like an endless stream of 
ants out of their disappearing homes, 
across about three miles of salt fats 
to Pilots’ Town where they thought 
they would be safe: they did find 
safety there. 

‘Many in Taku Village were betiev- 
ed to have been killed and many 
more wounded, some of the wounded 
Jimping and ‘others being carried 
aeross the salt flats in the mass 
escape that_continued all morning. 

‘Not one Chinese shot answered the 
barrage, Capt. Shaw said, The 
reason for this was that the Chinese 
possessed ‘no guns capable of getting 
Anywhere near the destroyer, 

‘Aiter 9 morning of screeching 
shells, running Chinese inhabitants 
and " widespread destruction, the 
Sestroyer, stopped firing at noon, 

‘At 8 o'clock that afternoon Capt. 
Shaw took the Shuntien out of the 
river and. headed for Shanghai in. 
spite of the fact that he had 10 
argo in his holds. The evacuation 
fof the population of Taku Village 
‘made it Impossible {0 load the south- 
Vound cargo, but the ship was 
jammed with’ Chinese refuyees, and 
a number of foreigners. Other 
foreigners wore unable to reach the 
ship. ?

Chinese Jubilant Over the 
News from the North 


‘The strong voice of Shanghal was 
lifted in jubilation on July 28 when a 
report of the recapture of Fengtal 
‘and Langfang by Chinese troops 
apread. lke witd-tre through the 
Settlement. French Concession and 
Chinese territory. Fire-crackers— 
millions of them—crackled, sputter- 
ed, hurtled and boomed to express 


the Joy felt by the native population | 


over the Chinese victories, Untold 
thousands milled in streets littered 
vwilth the remains ‘of crackers, shin- 
Ing eyes devoured the contents of 
news posters and extras, and ears 
trained to catch every least phrase 
of blaring radio broadcasts. 

Streets and alleyways, with magic 
suddenness, became  serried with 
fags, “and even river life assumed 
quickly the holiday aspect. with junks 
and sampans festooned and resonant 
with pyrotechnics. China's first elty 
was, in a trice, Inexplicably and 
sweepingly en féte and none’ remain 
ed, apparently, who had not been 
infected by the exuberance of the 
hour, 

‘The agitation, it seemed, started 
shortly after 1 p.m, from a focal area 
In Avenue Edward VII where Chin- 
ese newspapers began to issue the 
report in the form of quickly-off- 
the-press sheets, Crowds soon gather- 
ed outside the newspaper and cable 
offices there and it took the report 
mere minutes to mushroom over the 
city, calling forth jubilant reactions, 
Up went the national flag, crackling 
i. the off-river breeze, over the 
Chung Wat . Bank snd’ other . tall 
dulldings in Avenue  Edward—and 
soon the whole city. wore the red, 
‘white and blue colours.  Motor-cars 
sped by draped with flags and with 
cotton ‘sheets proclaiming the war 
news in large Chinese characters, 

Tt was the firing of crackers, how= 
ever, which constituted she main 
feature of the celebration, Nanking 
Road, Avenue Edward VII, Szechuen 
Road, North Szechuen Road, Honan 
Road, Canton Road and many other 
Impottant streets ag well as a myriad 
alleyways resounded to the explo- 
sions for the better part of three 
hours, Disregarding the hot sun, the 
celebrants maintained a steady ‘can~ 
nontde, using all types of fireworks 
from the tiniest eracklers to heavy 
‘booming “cannon” charges. From 
windows of office buildings and 
department stores, strings of crackers 
were burned while erowds below 
cheered, 

‘At Nanking and Cheklang Roads, 
often a “turbulent” crossing, yard: 
Jong. strings of big crackers were 
exploded trom the windows of Sin- 
cere's and Sun: Sun's stores, spraying 
passing buses and motor-ears with 
aste-board and. coloured pape 
Fireworks af some points seemed 
be distributed to the erowd. ‘The 
police of Louza Station and other sta- 
fions had “thelr hands ‘full’ to. keep 
reasonable order, 


Japanese “Greetea” 

‘The situation was not without 
humour, At the height of the mant= 
festation in Nanking Road Japan- 
ese motorcycle patrol holding two 
members of the Naval Landing Party, 
by some special gift of intuition, 
came tearing along Nanking Road 
apparently oblivious of the demon- 
stration. “At Yu Ya. Ching Road the 
patrol had to halt because of cross 
trae and the Chinese crowd was 
not slow in taking cognizance of 
their presence. Instead of - jeers, 
however, what ‘was almost applause 
was accorded the Japanese marines, 
who éontinued their journey looking 
rather baled. In ‘another’ instance 
an officers’ car belonging to. the 
Landing Party likewise passed 
through milling crowds receiving a 
similar “ovation.” 

Hongkew, where thousands of 
Japanese reside, saw proofs .ot the 
same jubllance, but there was no 
friction between the two groups. In 
Chinese territory, generally, the cele~ 
brations were of a calmer nature and 
the City Government authorities dla 
much to hold enthusiasm well in 
check. 

‘The Settlement Police, mindful of 
occurrences duting past’ cracker de~ 
monstrations, took every precat 
fo avold incidents, ‘and 
Divisions were mobilized at 2 o'slock 
‘and the big red cars of the Reserve 
Unit were: despatched to Central 
Station compound at about the same 
time to “stand by.” They were soon 
allowed to return to barracks, how- 
ever, as the situation calmed. 

‘While police on trate duty, espect- 
ally in Nanking Road, had an active 
‘afternoon, the Shanghai Fire Brigade 
experienced an even more _heetle 
time while the battle of crackers 
was at its height. Between 2 and 
430 the firemen responded to no less 
than five calls due to the injudiclous 
burning of fre-crackers. In four in- 
stances bamboo matting had been 
ignited and in the fifth case the con- 
tents of a Chinese living-room were

FOUR LOCAL FIRMS 
BUY U.S. SHIPS 


Chinese Crews Take Delivery 
in About Ten Days 


‘Within ten days, three old Ameri 
can ships are to be delivered in the 
United States to Chinese shipping 
Jarms of Shanghal, it was revealed 
on July 30 to the “North-China 
Herald” by Wallem & Co, shipping 
brokers ‘here who handled the 
transaction: ‘ 

Concern was expressed over the 
possible dangers of the ships carry~ 
ing heavy cargoes of scrap tron to 
Japan as originally planned. dt is 
feared that under the present war 
conditions, the Chinese ships, manned 
by Chinese crews, may encounter 
‘unpleasant difculties when or if they 
‘all at Japan ports to discharge their 
cargoes. 

‘The ss. Frieda, of about 5,600 tons 
deadweight, has beon bought by the 
‘Son “Peh 8. N, Company and is to 
be delivered ‘at Boston, Mass. ‘Tho 
88. Commercial Pioneer, of about 
4230" tons deadweight, has been 
Bought by the Lee Ping SS. Com- 
pany, and is to be delivered at 
Baltimore. The ss, Lake George, of 
‘about 4,000 tons deadweight, has been 
bought by the Win On S.S.'Company, 
and is to be delivered at Detroit. 














Chinese Crews Sent 


‘The Chinese shipping firms have 
sent erews which are now on thelr 
way to the United States to bring 
the’ vessels out to the Orient. All 
threo ships were to bring serap iron 
eargocs to Japan and then continue 
to Shanghai, On arrival here the 
vessels will be used for service on 
the China Coast. 

‘Towards the latter part of Septem- 
ber the three ships should arrive in 
Shanghai. ‘Tho ss. Lake George was 
the only one of the three which had 
been ald up when she was sold to 
the .Win On. \SS. Company. ‘The 
other two vessels had been in regular 
service. 

Wheelock Buys 6 Ships 

Six Jald up American ships have 
been bought by Wheelock & Co. of 
JShanghai from the U.S. Maritime 
Commission, the purchase being 
bandied by Mr. G. B, Marden who 1s, 
at present in New York. ‘The vessels 
‘are some of the 28 laid up ships on 
which the Maritime Commission call 
ed for bids early this spring, later 
stipulating that foreign firms’ could 
enter the bidding. 

‘The vessels bought include the ss. 
‘Kethonkson, Shooters Island, Cranen- 
est, Crawl'Keys, Federal and Jean= 
nette Skinner. ‘The tonnages of the 
ships range from the 2,292 of the 
Cranenest to the 6868 tons of the 
ss, Federal. No decision has yet beon 
made as {0 what disposition will be 
made of the old ships.

Unpleasant Experiences of Local Foreigners: Pleasant|

HE unpleasantness of motor car driving within a 109-mile 

radius of Shanghai was described vehemently on July’ 26 to 
a representative of the “North-China Herald,” by two well-known 
residents who on July 25 returned from a’ 500-mile trip. Both 
have long been resident here, the one maitre d’hotel of a prominent

Unpleasantness with Military 

It was in the environs of Wusih 
that they nearly came to grief, hav- 
Ing suffered no little discomfort, as 
they sald, by the offlefousness of the 
‘gendarmerie, Unfamiliar with the 
roads, they ‘cruised round the city, 
apparently” retracing thelr tracks 
several times, when finally, they 
were hailed by a soldier or ‘police- 
man—they aid not know which—and 
‘asked him for the. proper road’ to 
Soochow. He jumped on the running 
board and directed them along & 
certain road. This apparent courtesy 
‘ppealed to them but suddenly he 
‘ordered them to stop at a military 
station, 

In a gruff manner, he attempted to 
force the passenger’ from the coupe, 
Dut fortunately the door was locked 
from the inside and he could not 
work the door handle, ‘The soldier 
‘grosped the passenger vigorously and 
{rled to pull him through the wi 
dow, but without success, Alterea~ 
tion ‘ensued, neither group being able 
to understand the other. Fifteen 
minutes passed and an offteer came 
Up. The foreigners could not make 
themselves understood, either in 
English or in thelr Latin languages, 
Eventually the officer spoke some 
English, But he did not offer any ex- 
planation why they were being stop- 
ped or prevented -from continuing 
thelr Journey toward Shanghai, 

‘A relief wagon from Messrs, Billo 
‘Motors (there had been an accident)

‘Russian doctors work very well: the 
medical profession, in fact, seems to 
be the only free “profession in the 
city in which Russians not only do 
not lag behind, but keep in step with

‘tionalities, It is, of course, quite ap- 
parent why Shanghai has no Russian 
Bankers, brokers or millionaires of 
; but the reason is much more 
jure why amongst them, in 
‘Sflanghal, there are absolutely no pro- 
nuinent.” municipal workers, oF 
pedagogues well known to the whole 
‘of international Shanghai. 

‘This condition is partly explainable 
by the. fact that Russians are un. 
doubtedly kept back. For example, 
it is common Knowledge that the 
umber of Russians serving inthe 
Shanghai Munleipal Police 1s  con- 
siderable, and many have given 
excellent service for the last ftteen 
yenrs,.

profession. 


Marked Disappointment 

Each succeeding year Russians feel 
more sharply and painfully that in 
spite of all the work and all the 
Sacrifice expended duting the past 
Atteen years for the welfare of this 
great metropolis, they are still con- 
sidered eltizens not only of the second, 
but sometimes of the third order. 
‘There are clubs which are open to 
almost’ every, nationality but where, 
by an unwritlen law, Russians are

RUSSIAN WATCHMAN 
SHOT IN HEAD 


Another Russian Arrested for 
Attempted Murder 


Indignant because he thought that} 
Strigin'’s report was responsible for 
his dismissal, Evgeny S.-Nikitenko, a| 
Russian watchman employed by the| 
P. & O. Banking Corporation, 28 The| 
/Bund, shot and seriously wounded| 
‘Semen Strigin, “another Russian| 
jwatchman employed by the bank, at 
Tram. on July 31 near the bank pre- 


mises. 

‘Thee shots were fred by Nikitenko| 
at Strigin, ‘The first ‘bullet — hit| 
Strigin in the chest. Despite the 
‘wound, Strigin grappled with his 33-| 
jsallant’ in an attempt to take away 
hig pistol. In the struggle, Nikitenko| 
fred another shot which wounded | 
Strigin in the arm. Then a. third 
shot Was fired, hitting Strigin in the| 
head. Taken to the General Hospital, 
‘Strigin was in a fairly serious con-| 
ition. 

This story was unfolded by Mr. TT. 
Y. Chang, Assistant Municipal Ad- 
voeate, in’ the First Special District 
|Court, four hours after the shooting, 
when’ an application was made to 
Judge Dsien for Nikitenko's tempor. 
fary detention, pending further  in-| 
fquiries. 

‘The arrest of Nikitenko, Mr. Chang] 
told the Judge, was effected by Inspr. 
JR. White and ‘another foreigu oMtcer| 
fof the S.M. Police near The Bund and 
Foochow Road after they had been 
Informed of the shooting by Mr. 
Tsang: Hou-ching, a member of the 
Special Police. Me. Teang first. wit 
essed the struggle between Nikiten- 
ko and Strigin, heard three shots and 
then saw Nikitenko flee trom near 
the P. & O. Bank premises. At that 
tume, ‘one of Nikitenko's hands was 
covered with blood. Fearing that 
Nikitenko was armed, Mr. Tsang fol- 
lowed im for a distance and then 
‘informed Inspr. White and another 
foreign police oficer of what had 
happened. Nikitenko was arrested, 
and taken to the police station, Mr. 
Chang said. 
jefore his dismissal, Nikitenko had| 
been found lazy and, sleeping on| 
[several occasions while he was on 
duty and reports had been made to} 
hhis employers to this effect. Suspect-| 
ing that Strigin had made these re-_ 
ports, Nikitenko had had several 
quarrels with him. In the motn= 
ing, while Strigin was going on duty, | 
Iie met Nikitenko in a passage near 
the bank.

Mrs. C. J. F. Symons 


News of the death of Mrs. C. J. F. 
Symons, widow of the Inte Dean 
‘Symons of Holy Trinity Cathedral in 
‘Shanghai, has been received here in 
an airmail letter trom England, 
dated July 8, and addressed to the 
Rev. W, Robbins, for some years 
headmasler of the Cathedsal Boss 

ool, 

Death came’ very suddenly, ac- 
cording to the letter, although the 
late Mrs. Symons had’ been far from 
well for more than a year. With 
her younger daughter, Miss Phyllis 
Symons, she had» been staying at 
‘Hythe, Kent, with another daughter 
and her son-in-law, Mr, and Mrs. 
Bristow, since their reiurn Home 
after the death of Dean Symons in 
China nine and a half years ago. 

‘Mr. and Mrs. Symons came to the 
Orient in 1887. and were stationed 
‘at Ningpo until 1896, when they. 
transferred to Shanghai. In the 
following year. Mr. Symons was 
‘appointed Church Missionary Society 
seeretary for the diocese of 
Mid-China, a post he held until 
1919. ‘They lived at the old CMS. 
house on Range Road, where scores 
‘of CMS. missionaries have enjoyed 
the hospitality of the hostel they 
‘maintained there. Tn 1019, Mr. 
‘Symons was appointed Chaplain of 
Shanghat and" Sub-Dean of the 
Cathedral; for many years previously 
hhe had assisted at the Cathedral and 
at St. Andrew's Church. Broadway, 
in a voluntary capacity, In 1920 he 
became Dean, and served’ as such 
tuntil his death in January, 1928. 

‘Two sons of Dean and Mrs. Symons 
were killed in the War. Of two 
Gaughters, the older married Mr. 
Bristow of H.M. consular service, and 
the younger acied during the whole 
of her father’s incumbency as Dean 
of the Cathedral as secretary to the 

restey. 

The late Mrs. Symons was identi- 
fed with her husband with the work 
of almost every charitable organiza- 
tion in Shanghai. An active member 
of the British Women's Association, 
she became a member of the Execu- 
tive Board within a year of its ineep= 
tion and served for three’ years, 
from 1922—25. She played a promin= 
‘ent part on the Association's Social 
Service Board, was for many years 
resident of the Girls" Friendiy ‘So- 

‘and was closely identified with 
the ‘good work of the Foreign 
Women's Home and the Mothers’ 
Union, Countless Britons in Shang- 
hai and many others will regret her 
passing and retain a memory of her 
life out here.

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SHANGHAT BUSINESS INDICATORS 


Advances in Wholesale Prices and Living Costs in 
June: Building Industry Active 


For the month of June index 
numbers, both of wholesale prices 
‘and for ‘cost of living continued to 
show advanees, the slight drop in metal 
prices during ‘the past two months 
being more than offset by the in- 
‘creases shown by red ten, sugar, beet 
and mutton, cotton, cotton yarn, silk, 
ete. 

‘The general index for wholesale: 
prices for the month stood at 120.1, 
showing an advance of 0.8 per cent. 
as compared with May, when the, 
index stood at 125.1, and an advance| 
of 189 per cent, as compared with’ 
‘June last year, when the index stood 
at 106. 

‘The June index number for whole- 
sale prices showed a drop of only 
per cent. as against the highest 
mark of 1303 reached in the pre- 
depression period in August, 1931, and 
an advance of fully 39 per cent, as 
against the lowest "record of 905, 
registered in July, 1931, when the 
depression was at its ‘worst. This 
shows that in recent months commo- 
dity prices have been restored to pre- 
depression levels, 

‘The cost of living index number 
for June stood at 119.0, showing a 
slight advance of 03 per cent, as 
compared with that of May, which 
was 18.7, prices for food showing 
slight decreases, while those for 
clothing registered sharp advance 
and an advance of 64 per cent. as 
‘compared with the same month last 
‘year, when the gure stood at 111.8. 


The average price of cotton yarn 
dropped during July from $281.66 for 
June to $25429, which is not sur- 
prising ‘considering the turbulent 
conditions on the Cotton Exchange, 
following the investigations into re 
cent speculative activities, 

More activity was shown in the 
building industry, since the value of 
building permits ' awarded advanced 
substantially during the month of 
June, particularly as revealed by the 
SM. figures. ‘The value of permits 
awarded in the Settlement amounted 
to $4,564,700, making the January—| 
June total $4,126,430, against $5,630,890 
for the corresponding period ast 
year: a permit for the erection of a 
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{factory contributed to the inerease in 
‘the June figure. Bullding activity in 
the French Concession and the City 
‘Government of Greater Shanghai in 
June also increased over that of the 
corresponding period last year. 

Production of rolled tobaceo, flour, 
jand coment decreased considerably! 
the output of matches remained 
practically stationary; while the 
‘manufacture of cotton yarn expanded. 

One of the best indications of the 
progress of general business in recent 
months is the considerable gain 
registered in goods transported. This 
‘was particularly pronounced in the 
]May loadings of the Nanking-Shang- 
hai Railway, which showed a gain of 
}22% per cent. over April. Goods 
transported by the Shanghal-Hang~ 
jchow-Ningpo Railway decreased 
slightly, but passenger traffle in-

‘There appear to be some points in 
this account which need clearing up. 
‘One of these Is that the giant panda 
(Aitwropoda metanoleuea, David) and 
its cousins the little pandas (Atlurus 
fulgens of Nepal and Ailurus fulgens 
‘styani ‘Thomas of West China) are 
definitely distinct from the bears. 
Sclence entertains no doubts on the 
matter, These three animals have 
been placed in a group by themselves, 
forming a connecting link between 
the bear family (Ursidae) and the 
racoon family (Procyonidae). The 
stomach and entire viscera of the 
‘giant panda have been examined in 
detail in New York at the American 
Museum of Natural History, and have 
‘been compared with those of the 
bear and other animals by Mr, H. C. 
Raven, who had these parts;“éareful- 
ly preserved, from an adult specimen 
‘shot on the Dean Sage West China 
Expedition in 1934. Mr, Raven's re~ 
port appeared in the “American 
‘Museum Novitates," No. 877, August 
8, 1096. In the same journal, No, 878, 
gsued on the same date, Dr. Wiliam 
XK. Gregory published a detail- 
1d comparison of the skulls of the 
glant panda itte panda with 
‘those of various species of bears, dogs 
‘and the. racoon, coming to the con~ 
clusion that the pandas are more 
closely related to the racoons than 
they are to the bears or members of 
the dog (I-e. wolf) family (Canidae), 
Me even places them in the same 
family (Procyonidae) as the racoons, 
but gives them sub-family rank, 
Ailurinae, Most mammalogists, how- 
fever, will agree that the pandas 
should constitute a distinct family,

‘ago, that isto say, in the early 
Pleistocene period, as its fossil re- 
mains, closely similar to the present- 


day form, have been discovered in 
‘Lower Pleistocene deposits near Wan- 
{Wslen in Western Szechuan by Dr. 
‘Walter Granger, who with Mr. W. D. 
‘Matthews described and named. ‘the 
fossil form AYuropoda foveal, Tt is 
‘much more probable that the ances. 
tors of the glant panda found them: 
selves in country almost completely 
covered with bamboo jungle and that 
by slow degrees over "an immense 
perlod of time (for these things take 
place only extremely slowly in na~ 
‘ure) turned from a carnivorous diet 
toa diet consisting almost exclusively 
‘of bamboo, the food most readily pro- 
curable. At the same time their skulls, 
teeth and intestinal tracts underwent 
‘changes to adapt thom to this strange 
diet. ‘The skull developed bony 
ridges for the attachment of unusual 
ly powerful muscles to work the 
Jaws, which themselves became ex- 
‘coptionally heavy and strong, in order 
to crush and grind to shreds the tough 
bres of the bamboo plant. ‘The 
molar teeth became extremely large 
and broad to help in this grinding 
Process. Proportionately these teeth 
fare the largest aud broadest molars 
in any of the Carnivora, ‘The jaws, 
too, are proportionately far heavier 
find stronger than in even such car- 
nivores as the grizaly bear, the tiger 
of the lion. They are more like 
those of the hyaena, which have been 
specially, developed for . crushing 
ones, “Add to this the strong skeletal 
evelopment of the giant panda and 
lis Immense muscular strength, and 
thero is no need to suppose. that It 
‘would not be a mateh for any leopard, 
for all ils gentleness and docility in 
captivity. It would be a bold leopard, 
Iudeed, which would attack the 200 
1b, to'400 1b, of solid bone and 
‘muscle which constitute the giant 

, to say nothing of the crushing 
Power of the latter's jaws, with which 
it would easily shatter ‘a \eopard’s 
spinal column or make mincémeat of 
Ms paw. 

Finally in fatness to Mrs. Ruth 
Harkness, widow of the-late Mr. 
William #H. Harkness, who, ineident- 
ally, prior’ to his death had been 
inanoing a joint collecting expedi- 
tion to West China with Mr. Smith, 
I would like to state that as far as T 
‘can gather from independent evidence 
offered by . foreigners who have 
visited the same area ‘since Mrs. 
‘Harkness’ visit, her story of how she

panda which she took with her to 
America is essentially true. She did 
‘not apparently enter what Mr. Smith, 
/by what right it is hard to understand, 
calls his territory, but hunted in.

foreigner who later visited the same 
area. It is conceivable that she em- 
[ployed hunters who had previously 
been employed by Mr. Smith. There 
#re,not foo many good unters in 
these out of the way places in China, 
fand, in view of the fact that Mr. 
[Smith has been visiting and collecting 


years, it would probably be dificult 
to engage a hunter who had not at 
some time or other been employed by 
him. But that would not give him 
‘any claim over the men, nor does his 
having hunted and collected in that 
general area for so many years give 
hhim the right to claim any part of 
it as his territory, in which other 
Western collectors and hunters mist 
not, trespass. 

“That Mrs. Harkness, a mere woman, 
succeeded where many men had 
failed was a feat greatly to her 
credit, but it must have been rather 
bitter pill for some of the male 
hunters “and explorers who had 
missed this big prize of the Chinese 

Personally, I 
accept Mrs. Harkness’ story, vouched 
for by at least two trustworthy 
‘witnesses, and am glad to give her 
the fullest possible credit for accom- 
plishing something which itis 
doubtful if any mere man could have 
idone, for that baby panda needed 
the tender care and nursing that a 
human infant needs in order to get it 
alive to the coast and across the sea. 
to America, I maintain that only a 





woman has the “necessary devotion, 
patience and understanding of infants 
that were required in this case, 

T think in fairness to Mrs. Harkness 
these facts should be known, and that 
she should receive the credit which

is due ‘Mr. Smith's original 
‘announcement that contrary to her 
igreement with him, she had gone, 
probably unwittingly, into his terri 
tory, and purchased the live baby 
panda from his hunters, an announce~ 
ment allegedly based on letters 
received from his native hunters, has 
Tead to such statements in the world's 
press, especially that of the United 
(States, as that Mrs. Harkness stole 
/Mr. Smith's panda; that she did not 
find the baby panda as she said she 
id, but purchased it from the native 
hunters without herself going into 
the wilds at all, and so on and so 
forth. 

"The same press has credited Mrs. 
JHarkness with having received as 
much as U.S-$25,000 “for her panda: 
but ina recent letter from Mrs. 
Harkness “herself she says she 
received U.S.$9,760. This she is using 
for anothor expedition to West China, 
being due back in Shanghal on August 
10 next.

‘Previous to this time Floyd Sntith 
had been up into the area from 
‘whence came the “Baby Panda” and 
had left money with several men who 
were to hunt both birds and animals 
for his collection. Previous to that 
time Mr. and Mrs. Sage Junior, Mr. 
Carter and another had resided in 
the aren and hunted for three months. 

‘Smith and Harkness were plannlag, 
to return to West China, when the 
latter was taken seriously ill, had two 
operations and later died. 

‘Mrs. Harkness came to Chengtu, 
‘went on to Kwan Hsien and learned 
that some hunters had a Panda. She 














caught the Panda. Smith had worked 
the territory and left men there witls 
money hunting, but ill health “and 
misfortune delayed Smith, and the

‘twenty-eight years of journeyings up 
‘and down the Yangtse, I have seen 
nothing just like it. ‘The engineer 
had to tune uphissteam from twenty 
pounds pressure to over eighty to 
fight these whirls. The ship rolled 
‘and tossed somewhat, but we success-

At Tehang, about eight pam. a 

panese Gunboat drifted from her 
anchorage. A Japanese steamer see- 
ing her coming decided to swing out 
of the way. and in so doing swung 
her own stern ashore amongst 2 
group of Chinese residences (Silent 
Penetration). “On came the gunboat. 
‘nd hung full broadside across our: 
bow, adding considerable strain to 
four anchors. Our captain wisely de- 
cided to get rid of her, so quietly 
‘steamed ahead, which swung the 
unboat a bit into the stream, suf 
lent to permit the current to do the 
rest, Frantically the Gunboat sailors 
fried to tie to our boat, but the 
sailors would not permit it, so she 
departed further down stream. until 
she ran foul of another steamer at} 
‘anchor where she hung on until she 
could get up steam and return to 
wateh the steamer which was ashore, 

‘One wonders what would have 
happened had a Chinese steamen 
‘bumped the gunboat half as hard as 
they did us. Just another ineident 
for a landing party!

HOSPITALS REPORT ADOPTED 


Repairs at General Hospital to Be Proceeded with, But 
Rebuilding Scheme is Rejected 


Shanghai Municipal Council had before it at its mecting 
‘on July 28 the report of the Country and Genetal Hospitals 


Co-ordii 





ion Sub-Committee. This report, which is published 


in full hereunder, was referred inthe first instance to the Health 
‘Committee which’ recommended its adoption by the Council. 


‘The Health Committee also recom- 
mended that the Governors of the 
General Hospital be informed that| 
the Council Will assume liability for 
‘the interest on the. additional over 
draft rising from the execution of 
necessary repairs on the East Wing 
of the Hospital and the installation 
fof a modern sanitary system therein 
specified in the Report. 

‘The question of co-ordination be- 
tween the two hospitals was the sub- 
ject of a separate rider to the Report 
by Mr, John MeNelll who recom~ 
mended that, as it was clear that 
the question ‘of re-building or other~ 
wise’ of the East Wing of the Gen- 
feral Hospital was likely’ to require 
Urgent consideration within the next 
few years, the matter of the Coun- 

I's Felations with the two hospitals 
should be reviewed within that 
period. Mr. MeNeill, in his rider, 
‘also raised the question of the pos- 
sibility of the Council assuming a 
‘greater measure of control over both 
‘Rospitats. 

When the Health Committee con- 
sidered Mr. MeNellt's rider, it was 
pointed out that the difference in 
funetion between the two hospitals 
created. certain practical ai Meulties 
{in the way of co-ordination, Further 
the opinion was expresse? by the 
‘Treasurer and Controller that the 
present was not an opportune time 
to pursue further the questions raised 
In ‘the rider. 


Suggestions Lacking 


‘Me. McNeill, who is also a. member 
of the Health ‘Committee, sisted 1 

in spite of the Sub-Committee’ 
‘quests, no suggestions as to permanent. 
Co-ordination had been submitted by 
‘the Hospitals. In reply to Mr. McNeil 
the parograph from the  Sub-Com- 
mittee's report immediately following 
the ‘Terms of Reference (published 
hereunder) wss read dealing with 
the points raised and members of 
the Health ‘Committee agreed that 
nothing further could be done beyond 
‘ssking’ the Board of Governors to 
hold joint meetings twice a year at 
which the subject of co-ordinati 
would be discussed and informing 
them that the Council may. at any 
time request the Hospital Authorities 
to endeavour to submit a completely 
worked out co-ordination scheme for 
approval. 
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Terms of Reference

thon “has already been effected. In 
view of this it was felt that further 
discussion of the point would be un- 
profitable.

Rebuilding at General Hospital 


It is an undoubied fact that the 
cast wing of the General Hospital is 
ina bad state of repair. ‘The sub 
committee had to decide, therefore, 
whether it was in such a condition 
structually that It should be con- 
demned as unfit, and if so, whether 
it should be rebuilt. Members were 
helped in this respect by reports from 
the hospital architects and from the 
‘Commissioner of Public Works. These 
two authorities were agreed that the 
life of the building could be con- 
siderably prolonged if attention were 
given to defects in the arches in 
the north wall, which could be made 
good by the insertion of reinforced 
concrete ribs; and if the building 
‘were generally overhauled and de- 
fective timber and brickwork re- 
Placed. The cost of such repairs 
would not be great, 

‘The Board of Governors of the 
General Hospital, who had declared 
in favour of rebuilding. if such a 
course were possible, put forward 
the following scheme:— 

The cost of building a new east 
wing was estimated at $600,000. To 
raise this sum it Was suggested that 
the overdraft at the bank be in- 
creased by a similar amount, the

POLICE REPORT FOR JUNE 


‘The Acting | Commissioner of 
Police reports that the tolal of 1,976 
cases of crime dealt with by ‘the 
Settlement Police in June. shows a 
decrease ‘of 11 in comparison with 
that for May and an increase of 144 
as compared with the figure for the 
corresponding month of last yet 
‘Arrests for crime committed show 
ecrease, 1466 persons having been 
‘arrested’ in June as against 1,738 in 
May ond 2,07 in April, In addition 
AM persons were taken into custody 
for “crimes committed in previous 
‘months; 92 persons were arrested on 
behalf of other authorities. 

‘A. male Chinese employed at a 
lodging house in Canton Road was 
attacked, whilst asleep, and fatally 
stabbed with a frult knife by another 
male Chinese employed in the same 
place. A rebuke in connection with 
his duties appears to have caused 
the erime, 

‘A male Chinese was fatally stabbed 
with a knife by another Chinese, in 
consequence of a quarrel based’ on 
jealousy. The accused was sentenced. 
to 15 years" imprisonment, 

‘One case of attempted murder was 
reported. “A male Chinese was fred 
‘at and slightly wounded by another 
Chinese whom he attempted to detain 
in answer to an alarm of robbery 
ralsed by a Chinese female, ‘The 
sulprt eveaped after fring’ a second 

‘One case of armed kidnapping oc 
curred when a Chinese boy, aged 9, 
was abducied in a motorcar by 
theee armed men, who intercepted 
him whilst en route to school. A 
hire car was used for the purpose, 
the chauffeur having been Teft tic 
‘up in the eountry prior to the com= 
mission of the crime. ‘The car was 
recovered later. ‘The kidnapped boy 
hhas now been released. 

Fight Proves Fatal 

In consequence of a fight between 
two gangs of coolies, one man sus- 
tained injuries from ‘which he died, 

Eleven arrests were effected In 
connection with this case. 

As a result of horseplay between 
several mate Chinese, one of them 
died from an injury’ to his spleen, 
‘Three persons held” responsible for 
the. injury were arrested. 

‘There were seven cases of simple 
abduction, two Tess than In May, and 
the same Agure as for the correspond 
ing, month of last. ycar. 

‘There were 23 reports of armed 
robbery, seven more than in May and 
‘a decrease of five as compared with 
the corresponding month of Inst year. 

‘The number of burglaries reported 
was 37, two less than in May. 

‘There were 41 houscbreakings as 
against 42 in May. 

“A” Division recorded 23 cases of 
shoplifting, a decrease of nine as 
compared “with the previous month, 
24 arrests were made, 

‘Thore wore 126 cases of pocket 
picking, an increase of thirteen oa 
compared with the previous month; 
83" arresty were made, A total. of 
187 bicycles wore stolen, of which 
twenty were recovered and twenty 
arrests were made. One motor cat 
‘was stolen and. recovered, 

‘There wore 33 cases of snatching a9 
against 60 in May; 22 atrests were 
‘made. 

During the month 136 persons were 
arrested in raids on organized gamb- 
ling dens; 56 of these had previous 
convictions for erim

Churchill ‘who expressed concern at 
various developments in thelr effect 
on Britain's vital interest in the 
Mediterranean. 

Gibraltar Fortifeations 

In reply to. Mr. Churchill, Sir 
‘Thomas Inskip made a reassuring 
statement concerning the guns near

“No guns have been mounted in 
the Bay of Algeciras which can, in 
the clreumstances, be regarded’ as 
lconstituting any threat to Gibraltar,” 
hhe declared. “A battery of four large 
howitzers was mounted overlooking 
the Straits, ‘Two in fact, have been 
removed. ‘These howitzers were in 
the possession of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment before the outbreak of the

‘The siyle of the above passages is 
vvory like that of Senator Borah and 
they may have been “suggested by 
him, but the “actual. Senators ene 
treated with drafting this report were 
three Democrats, Messrs, King, 
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‘O'Mahoney amd McCarran. ‘They not. 
only condemned the bill requested by 
the head of thelr party in the strong- 
‘est possible terms but had no hesita- 
tion in attacking the President him- 
self for offering it "They  erllicized 
hls message and his speeches in sup- 
port of the bill and accused him of 
having attempted to disguise his real 
purpose when he first proposed the 
Ineasure, They drafted a fighting re- 
ort and made no atlempt to soften 
thelr blows. 

‘The Democratle Senators. who as- 
soclated themselves with this report 
fand other Democrats in the Senate 
who approved of it Have crossed the 
politieal Rubicon. ‘They have placed 
A’ prinelple in which they believe 
above party loyalty and they will 
find the party michine opposed. to 
them in uny future election contest. 
‘The President tms proved relentiess 
‘and vindletive towards those who 
eross his path. He will go gunning 
fee those of them who must stand 
for_ re-election next. year. 

‘The Supreme Court contest, how- 
ever, is not an isolated phenomenon. 
‘There is a definite group within the 
Democratic party who are out of 
sympathy with the President. The 
nueleus of this opposition bloc is 
composed of the old guard Southern 
leaders, ‘The Vice-President himself, 
Mr. John Garner is said to be secret- 
Jy. sympathetic and to plan much of 
thelr strategy. When the Vice-Presi- 
dent fook himself off bag and bag- 
gage to engage in a little quiet fish- 
Ing in ‘Texas everyone asked whether 
ho had definitely broken with the 








President and was choosing this 
method of emphasizing his dis- 
epproval of many Administration 
policies. 


It was to say the least surprising 
that the Vice-President, an important 
ink between the Executive and Leg- 
‘stature since he sits in the Cabinet | 
and presides over the Senate, should 
o off for a six weeks holiday just as 
Congress was moving into the most 
‘ritieal weeks of the session. 

Stake Is Party Control 


‘The stake is more than the defeat

‘They will tell you that the Presi- 
dent is a bad tgim worker, that he 
likes playing @ Jone hand and insist-| 
ing arbitrarily on his own way. They 
Jcomplain that important | measures 
have not been discussed before hand 
with Congressional leaders but with 
1 youthful cabal who have no con- 
ection with or affection. for the 
Democratic party. ‘They dislike the 
[President's close association with Mr, 
John Lewis, the vigorous leader of 
the industrial unionists. ‘They feel 
‘that both the President and Mr. Lewis 
tact as if they considered any means

‘They want to get the Democratic 
party back in short on the old safe 
ines of mild liberalism, rellanes upon 
the individual, state rights and ‘con- 
stitutional «liberties. ‘They have “no 
sympathy with those who wish to 
“make America over.”

‘One of the best speeches againit 
‘the Bill was that of Lord Salisbury 
‘who incidentally has Just celebrated 
his golden wedding. His great point 
was that the marriage law should be 
stable, that everyone should know 
what ‘it was and on what it rested. 
Mr, Herbert's Bill. introduced a 
‘vagueness ‘and insecurity in marriage. 
Desertion was introduced as a reason 
but there was no definition of deser- 
tion. Tt opened the door to collusion 
and immorality for people would say 
“It 1 am to be free in three years, 
what harm Js there in my antleipat- 
Ing a little?” Insanity was to be a 
cause. But if insanity (the incurable 
nature of which might be very hard 
to prove), why not other illness} 
which prevented’ marital relations? 
‘And with these new uncertainties, 
people would say presently, “A little 
political agitation and we can get the 
law altered again.”

‘Lord Dawson of Penn said that the

In bygone days woman was 
but the submissive slave of her

trated, It had ceased to have any 
‘spiritual meaning or sanction, Where 
the kernel of marriage had been lost, 
the tendeney of the modern genera- 
tion was to throw away the shell. 

Law Lords Favour Bill 

‘The Law Lords were all in favour 
of the Bill as a whole, though they 
criticized in details, particularly the 
clause which forbids divorce in the 
first five years of marriage which is 
almost Mr. Herbert's only defence 
‘against the charge that he is cn- 
‘couraging divorce, ‘his point being 
that if young people are prevented 
from rushing into the Divorce Court 
when they begin to jangle, they,| 
‘would find that thelr differences were 
not so bad as they had thought. 

‘The Archbishop of Canterbury sald 
that he must abstein from voting at 
‘all As head of the Anglican Church 
he must recognize its belief that the 
teaching of Christ was that marriage 
‘was life-long and indissoluble. As a 
man he could not but see that there 
were wide differences of opinion on 
that principle. In other words: 
(though they ‘were not the Arch- 
bishop's) “These things are too high 
for me; I cannot attain unto them.” 

Tt may be added that there are| 
now wide differences of opinion as 
fo the Archbishop's attitude, some 
Jamenting his weakness, others ap- 
plauding his honesty. 

‘Without expressing any opinion as| 
to the rightfulness of the Bill, one 
argument used by its supporters

The 
journal, after referring to widespreea 
Public belief in the existence of a 
well-organized, but largely seeret, 
system of graft and corruption In- 
volving employees of more than ong 
Government department, spoke of 
the hundreds of illegal establishments, 
of a certain type—the reference is 
‘obviously to sly brothels—the ine 
males of which, it is strongly rum- 
ured, contribute regular - monthly 
sums ‘to a fund, said to bo handed 
‘over to an individual who keops well 
‘in the background, and who, in turn, 
by indirect methods, distributes the 
money to Government” employecs, 
The amount involved is sald to. bo 
Several thousands of “dollars per 
‘month, 

‘The “Telegraph.” in hesitating to 
make mention of these rumours, says 
It would not. do so but for their 
widespread circulation and the cir= 
cumstantial manner in which they 
are retailed. It suggests, in fairness 
to those employees. and ‘departments 
to whom the ‘stigma. of association 
does not rightly belong, “that the 
whole matier should be made tho 
Subject of rigorous Investigation, and 
adds that if the Government itself is 
tunable to discover the facls, the task 
‘might be entrusted to an ‘nomial 
‘commission, “A fruitful avenue of 
Inquiry for such a body." it adds,

It 18, however, no casy task to trace 
4 tots soures, “he publle, none the 
ess, does expect that some sincere 
effort be. made to get at the facts, 
‘Tuberculosis Scourge 

‘A typleal gure in the weekly 
health report, just issued, gives some 
ampression of the extent to which 
‘tubereulosis is rife among the. Chi- 
nese community of this Colony. No 
fewer than 80 persons succumbed to 
the disease during the week. When 
itis borne In mind that. tuberculosis 
{is not a notifiable disease, and when 
it Is further remembered’ that many 
Chinese sufferers leave the Colony in 
the last slages of the disease, so that 
they ‘may die in thelr own country, 
It will be realized how high the 
mortaliiy’ is, -It-has, -in fact, eon 
computed thai at Teast 80.000 in- 
habitants of the Colony, that Js, one 
in every ten, suffer from the disease, 
‘A doctor, reckoning what these. sut- 
ferers spend in medicine, on a basis 
‘of 50 cents per day, recently pointed 
‘out that this involved. some $14,000, 
000 per annum, to say nothing of 
hospital expenses or loss of wages, 

‘Yet, in face of these facts, there 
exists’ in this Colony no organized 
method -of combating the-disease—a 
fae which was mentioned

Peiping Union ‘Medi 
aan address at the Rotary Club on the 
measuxes which are therg taken for

Chinese mombership. “At its monthly 
mecting, a member brought forward 
@ motion desiring that the Govern- 
ment furnish the society with an 
advance copy of the proposed Bill 
which it is likely to introduce in the 
ear future ‘on the subject, Despite 
the fact that the society's constitu- 
lon charges it with Interest in all 
‘matters pertaining to the well-being 
of children and even specifies as one 
of its objects the promotion of legis 
lation where, considered necessary, 
the resolution was heavily defeated. 
“The principal round for objection 
to approaching the Government on 
the subject was that the issue Is an 
Intensely controversial one, and the 
it the society were to Intervene In 
the matter, it might be wrecked by 
dissension.’ So, its name notwith- 
standing, the society still confines its 
activities to rollet work of various 
kinds, with particular reference to 
infant welfare amongst the poorer 
classes. ‘Thanks to the gencrosity of 
‘Chinese resident, it hay just opened. 
‘8 creche spacially ‘for Chinese babies 
whose mothers are at work all day. 
‘Tho usual custom among this class 
of women is to place thole offspring, 
in charge of people who are in no 
onse fit (o look after, infants, at i 
cost which absorbs about. one-third 
‘of the mothers’ earnings. Tn the now 
roche, the babies will be cared for 
treo of charge by Canadian Sietors, 
and be supplied with sullable food 
in hygienic surroundings. 
“Meanwhile, there. is “apprehension 
among the better class Chinese. that 
the legislation which the Government 
introduces in dealing with the mul- 
{sai problem may result in system 
of inspection which will make serious 
finronds on the privacy of the home.

Court Raises Wages: Patrol Boat’s Misadventures 





Government Capitulates to Mrs. Freer 
From Oun Own Conmrsrononer 


. Melbourne, June 30, 

‘Australian ° economic "conditions 
have steadily improved since 1931, 
when the Arbitration Court ordered 
10 per cent. reduction in the basle 
wage. Trade and Industry have en- 
Joyed increasing prosperity in- the 
bast two years, and prices have risen, 
‘with the result that real wages. have 
fallen to the lowest level since 1911, 
‘This rather anomalous aspect of 
renewed prosperity will be adjusted 
ay a judgment ot the Arbitration 
Court, ‘on the appeal of 52. unions, 
whlch wilt inerease the wages of 
about 600,000 workers. 

‘The average increase throughout 
‘Australia will be 8 shillings per week, 
‘though the amount varies silghtly ac 
‘cording to cost-of-living Index fgures 
In the various States, ‘The total Ine 
crease thus distributed in wages Is 
‘estimated at £6,000,000 per annum, 
fand all sections of the business com: 
munity are busily engaged in com- 
puting the probable effects of the 
award, 

‘While it is generally apprecia 
that the workers should share In 
Inereased national income as trade 
expands, there is uncertainty regard 
{ng the effect of the higher wages bill 
fon business activity.” ‘The higher 
purchasing power of the workers 
should expand the local market, and 
the Court explained that it inclined 
to the opinion of local economists 
thatthe “diversion of profits trom 
Investment in capital. goods to con- 
sumption goods would correct the 
tendeney to boom conditions, 

Several Disadvantages 

On the other hand there are certain 
disadvantages. Prices have already 
shown a fendeney to rise, State in- 
ddustries like the railways, which have 
‘been mainly responsible for budget 
deficits, will be further burdened by 
‘the higher wages, and increased in- 
dustrial “cosis will automatically 
reduce the degree of tariff protection 
‘enjoyed by local manufacturers, 

‘Many manufacturers, while ad~ 
mitting that the higher wages are 
fully “justified, ‘contend that thei 
should be a proportionate increase in 

ie tariff 40 maintain “the former 
level of protection. This view Is ap- 
parently not shared by ‘the Twrllf 
Board, ‘which recommended a sub- 
stantial reduction of duties on a nur 
ber of items a few:days after. the 
puibllcation of the wages award, ‘These 
Feductions teem designed to protect 
the interests of consumers, 

‘Most industries have taken a 
vantage of protection to increase thelr 
efficiency, and can now compete with 
Imports on satisfactory terms, but a 
few Industries have failed to’ reduce 
prices, and the lower duties will 
apply the spur of competition to make 
‘them justity the protection they 
receive,

WATER PROBLEMS IN 
JAPAN, 


Cheap Electricity But No 
Power Current 
By AR. 


Both physiaally and psychologically 
the most trying period of the year 
In rural Japan is undoubtedly. the 
three or four weeks of the rainy s¢a- 
‘son, which, ordinarily, is ushered in 
by ‘the first week of June. Our 
neighbours know it as the bal-twu 
"Plum Rain), so-called because It 
falls at the came time os the plum 
Fipens. It is also. known as the 
tsuyu (Dew)—with rather more than 
etic licence since the ceascless 
drizzle of a month’s duration has any- 
thing but a refreshing effect on mind 
‘and body. But under whatever name 
‘and however trying to man and beast, 
the rainy season is. righily one of 
Japan's greatest national blessings, 
{or without it rice culture would be 
Impossible, 

‘This year the plum hes ripened, 
but the bai-wu, apart from a few 
ays in the Second week of June, has 
{alled to record it, and a succession 
of blue skies, with a gentle breeze 
rom the southwest to temper the 
sun's warmth, however grateful to 
the tourist, bave only served to evoke 
from our village a gloomy forecast 
of problems of irrigation awaiting the 
rlee-grower. For us, in our bungs~ 
ow, (continued Mr.’ Brown, gazing 
‘down to the sea below) the problem 
jereated by the withholding of the 
fearly rain is of a different order. 


Ola-Styto Refrigerator 
‘We have a well—to health authori- 
les a shallow well—but then health 
authorities are not required to oper- 
fate a handpump to extract its water 
fem a depth of 9 feet or so. With 
‘2. good and satisfactory plum rain 
‘we can usually rely on sufficient 
‘water in the well to ste us comfort 
‘ably through the summer and winter 
months. As" it is, we shall 
find ourselves severely rationed, with 
discomforts in front of us not readily 
Japparent to those who regard water 
‘as a useful ablutionary and 
(perhaps) drinkable commodity. For 
well-water happens besides to be our 
only refrigerator, and the difference 
between tepid and cold drinks, firm 
butter and fluid, on on August day 
needs no emphasizing. “It is. as the 
JJapanese would say, the difference 
‘between moon and turtle. 

‘You see, we have an ice-chest but 
‘no means’ of obtaining ice. No one 
is going to bicycle out three miles 
OF 50 from the nearest town to leave 
‘us our comparatively small daily re- 
Jquirements, and electric retrigerators 
are of litte use if you haven't got 
the current ‘to work them. We 
haven't, We have electric light, and 
‘that is all. 

For ¥. 204 a month we are given 
four lights, two of 20 and two of 30 
walls. “There is no meter, but should 
we be so dishonest as to attempt to 
inerease "our illumination without 
paying for it an ingenious attachment 
to the fuse-box ensures that we 
simultaneously extinguish every light 
in the district. How this is done T 
Jdon't know, being no electrician. That 
{tis done I know, from—er, observa- 

Never Turn Out the Lights 

For ¥. 720 a month you could 
Moodlight your house with lights of 
100 watts, but whatever you phid 
you would get no current during the 
Jday. Under the simple system oper- 
fated by our local company the cur 
rent is switched on at dark and off 
Jat dawn. “Most of the villagers con- 
tent themselves with one, at the most 
two, lights of it watte each, and 
the 'tarift is so computed as to show 
‘a (presumably) satisfactory margin 
fof profit to the company, on the as- 
sumption that every light. is kept 
‘burning continuously throughout the 
night. “Our villagers know this, and 
take care to see that they get their 
money's worth by the simple ex- 
pedient of never” turning out thelr 
Tights at all 

Electricity, by the way, is one of 
the very few necessaries that haven't 
yone up in price during the last 
{twelve ‘months. Flour, butter, 
[coal and tobacco, to select at random, 
fare now anything from 20 to 30 per 
jcent. dearer than a year ago. Char- 


























fnumerable gadgets. Our cooking is 
sil done over one or more charcoal 
stoves, of the kind associated by the 
ignorant with the preparation of 
suklyaki alone. Actually with the 
aid of a smali portable oven to sit 
securely on the stove there is no 
rreflnement of cookery that eannot be 
practised, with results no whit ine 
ferior to those you might get from 
the most elaborately equipped clec- 
trical range. 

Naturally the technique differs. The 
sort of directions you find in the 
‘more profusely-illustrated and ex- 
pensive cookery books is valueless to

with the remnants of the 20th Army, 
is at Paotingfu where there is re- 
Ported to be a concentration of Gov- 
ernment troops. some of whom, ae 
cording to unconfirmed advices. have 
saoved northward with the apparent 
‘object of attacking the Japanese. If 
these advices are true ihe Japanese 
may be expected to make a strony 
‘attack on Paotingtu, as soon as thelr 
reinforcements, which are understood 
to include mechanized units, arrive 
fom Japan.

Disregarding Japanese reports 
whlch allege that General Chiang 
Kal-shek's two chief military advis- 
‘ers, General Ho Ying-chin and Gen 
erai Cheng Chien, soldiers of | ap~ 
proved experience and knowledge, 
Dave definitely recommended the 
Generalissimo fo accept the Japaiese 
terms and resign rather than expose 
tun insulflelently trained army to des- 
truction at Japanese hands, it Is pos- 
sible from other less interested 
‘sources to obtain the impression. that | 
the Government at Nenking is by 
‘no means unammous on the issue. 

In spite of vehement assertions that 
hostilities ate about to begin there 1s 
'@ school of thought which holds that 
General Chiang Kai-shek ts still dis- 
posed. to. temporize because he, 
frained soldier with a knowledge of 
Japanese capacity, is as convinced us 
his two subordinates that resistance 
would merely jeopardize the whole

‘on a modern basis, that organization 
Leing far from having the perfection 
of training and equipment necessary 

fen to make a show of resisting 
‘apanese army. General Chiang Kale 
shek is obviously in a dificult post 
Won, for recent Japanese | actions| 
raise at once the question of fulfilling 
hhis pledge to fight if any further 
‘encroachment on Chinese soll be at 
tempted. He appealed a fortnignt 
4g0 for complete national support, 
‘There has been little positive evidence 
that the appeal has sueceeded. Even 
now General “Han Fucchu 1s 
apparently anxious to keep Shan- 
tung out of the struggle although 
his present visit to Nanking sug- 
gests a possible change of view. 
General Pal Chung-hst has offered, 
fs before, to send his troops north 
ward, but General Chiang Kal-sheh 
ienows that such a move grom Kwang- 
i would immediately invite direct| 
Japanese opposition’ which woule 
effectively prevent the Kwangsl men 
from erossing the Yangtze even sup 
posing they got so far. ‘This would 
also embarrass Nanking’ and preclu 
Sespatch of its own troops to. the 
aid of the North. In Shansi General 
Yen Hsl-shan is following the Han 
Fuchu technique. ‘The advance ot 
the Government forees into Hope. 
will therefore have to follow a single 
Une through a corridor between 
‘Shantung and Shansi. 

‘A Realist Appreciation 

‘Those who thoroughly believe in 
General Chiang Kal-shek’s leadership 
Rave to make two admissions: first 
that a realist appreciation of the 
<dtuation makes any plunge into war| 
against Japan a hopeless enterprise 
which might result in the destruction 
fof the Chinese armies and the  set-| 
tack to national defence and econo- 
‘mle reconstruction for many years 
to come; secondly that the Generalls~ 
‘emo’s repeated requests for patience 

id eareful preparation by unification 
ond administrative reform are raising 
‘wwkward political issues. 

Tt is not unnatural that, faced by a 
‘cruel dilemma, General Chiang Kai- 
shek should have hesitated to appriso| 
the nation of unpalatable truths, and 
hoped, by playing for time, to’ find 
‘some means of settling with Japan 
without “endangering the .Govern- 
ment’s position. Yet, so greatly. has: 
political opinion in China been stirred 
by the grim facts of Japanese seizure 
‘and now apparently inevitable re 
‘moval of opel, with Charhar and. 
Sulyuan, from the last vestige of con- 
nection with the Central Government, 
that General Chiang Kal-shek may 
bbe facing, not so much danger from 
‘Japan, as a formidable domestic op 
Position to his polley. 

It is pointed out that, even allow 
ing for the preservation of secrecy’ 
in’ making military dispositions, the 
complete absence of any sign of 
mobilization stimulates doubt of, 
Nanking’s intention to resist.
